The victim said she 
worked for Johnson at the 
business and that he had 
paged her repeatedly. When 
she went to the business, she 
said he hit her as she walked 
in the door. 

He then allegedly beat her 
for 10 minutes, then forced 
her to take off her clothes. 

During the incident, she 
said he threatened to kill her 
several times and also to

IDOT brings overkill 


TO THE EDITOR 

1 looked up the work “overkill” in the dic- 
tionary and it said, “SEE IDOT.” To give you 
a specific example, they recently added turn 
lanes on the Belt Line by the Architectural 
‘ociates building near Llinois 157 in 
Collinsville. To those of you who are familiar 
with this area, I don’t dispute that we needed 
something done there. A lot of accidents 
occurred on that bend because people couldn't 
see who was turning just around the corner. 
My shock came when I discovered to what 
great lengths IDOT went to when they decid- 
ed to add these turn lanes.

add turn lane. Even he remarked after hav- 
ing called up the drawings, “That is a lot of 
trees.” Specifies on this project included: One 
acre of area disturbed (that’s IDOT’s word; 
I'd use one like “destroyed”) as well as 500 
inches (in diameter) of trees removed. 
Overall, my main complaint is that [DOT 
did not (and usually does not) take into con- 
sideration the local landscaping. Surrounding 
that bend, we have two apartment complexes 
which have taken great care in preserving the 
trees and also the Architectural Associates 
building which is absolutely beautiful; and it, 
too, is sui ied trees. So, in comes 
IDOT to do their overkill. I should let you 
know that employees of IDOT are famous for 
letting ple know they do have to re-plant 
trees when they move them. On this particu- 
lar project alone, remember, they removed 
500 inches of mature trees and they will re- 
plant 22 trees that are 5 to 7 feet tall, 20 to 30 
feet apart. Let’s say that these trees are a 
whopping 3 inches in diameter. That means 
IDOT will have re-planted 66 inches of trees 
when they removed 500 inches of them! The 
real significant part of this is that they take 
out old-growth hardwood trees and replace 
them with soft wood trees like Poplars or 
Pines that grow quickly and have a shorter 
life cycle, but aren’t as substantial. And this 
is just ONE EXAMPLE! 

Nimsky did add that, due to new safety 
regulations from the government, IDOT is 
supposed to remove as many guardrails as 
humanly possible because they are a safety 
hazard. So, IDOT also changed the edge of 
the road from dropping directly down to 





something that slopes outward. In all of the 15 


years that I’ve lived here, I have never heard 
of anyone catapulting over that guardrail. 
Have you? I also know that there are excep- 
tions made to that regulation depending upon 
the landscaping, buildings, etc. The simply 
chose not to make an exception in this case. 
If you feel compelled to explain to IDOT 
that we are interested in maintaining the 
beauty of our community, that they’cannot 
simply come in and destroy it piece by piece 


(using OUR money to do it), for that is exact- 


ly how communities lose their greenery, in lit 
tle pieces, then I suggest you write directly 
to: Jim Easterly of IDOT, for he is the 
District Engineer or call Mike Pritchett 
regarding upcoming projects at 346-3151. If 
IDOT hears enough complaints from the very 








citizens who pay for their salaries, they might 


just develop a little common sense. Then 
again, stranger things have happened.

Donations helping Phoenix Center 


$1000 collected so far still not enough to reopen doors

Donations have been com- 
ing in since the Phoenix 
Crisis Center closed in 
November, but not to the 
extent to reopen its doors. So 
far about $1,000 in individual 
donations have been 
received. 

"The community has been 
very supportive of us 

through 
Tr the cri- 

sis. 

They 
realize the need for the shel- 
ter,’' said Carolyn Burden, 
the shelter’s executive direc- 
tor. 

The shelter that aided 
domestic violence victims 
for 15 years and hurdled a 
financial crisis in 1998, 
closed Nov. 18 because con- 
tributions declined during 
the summer, putting the 
shelter in a financial 
quandary by fall. At the time 
of its closure, the center had 
an operational budget of 
$130,000, staffed three social

workers and housed three 
domestic violence victims, 
who were relocated. The 
Rev. James Hahs, president 
of the shelter's board of 
directors, said in November 
that if the shelter is to 
reopen it must become and 
remain financially stable. 
The board has deter- 
mined that no one is served 
well when our financial 
house is in disarray,'' Hahs 
said. "We hope and pray that 
the cessation of residential 
services is temporary."'

According to Burden, the 
shelter’s board of directors 
met Nov. 9 to discuss what 
avenues to take to fully 
reopen the facility. One of 
the stumbling blocks, she 
said, is staff payroll. Burden 
said the board agreed that a 
long-term funding program 
is a necessary means by 
which to pay the staff and, 
in January, plans to apply 
for a Violent Crimes Victims 
Assistants program that 
would resolve that problem. 

As far as utilities and 
rent, the shelter is able to 
pay for those through a 
Madison County Emergency 
Grant 

Burden said the remain- 
ing operational costs can be 
paid through individual 
donations and by traditional 
funding through the Nicole 
Brown Simpson Foundation, 
the Attorney General's 
Office and Tri-Cities United 
Way. 
Although the shelter has 
discontinued its service to 
house domestic violence vic- 
tims, counseling is still pro-

Not that long ago, a Dow 
Jones Industrial Average of 
10,000 seemed scarcely 
imaginable.

"Tl asked Red about it a cou- 


ple of years before he died," 
Mullica said in a phone inter- 
view from Las Vegas. "I told 
him one day that I was going 
to do a show in his honor and 
he said, 'I'd be very flat- 
tered." 

Mullica's "Tribute" will be 
at the Kirkwood Community 
Theater for two shows, 2 p.m. 





and 8 p.m. Dec. 10. Tickets are 
$20, with a $2 senior citizens 
discount. 

Mullica first met Skelton in 
1980 while the comedian was 
performing at the Fox Theater 
in Atlanta. Mullica ordered 
some of Skelton's clown paint- 
ings, a purchase that led to the 
beginning of a 17-year friend- 
ship. 

"I struck up a conversation 
with his secretary,” Mullica 
said. "I met Red eventually 
and we exchanged jokes and 
Christmas cards and all that 
type of stuff. I'd see him 
maybe every two or three 
years when he came to 
Atlanta, because was living 
there at the time." 

Although he always had the 
idea for the show in the back 
of his mind, Mullica said he 
didn't work on it seriously 
until after Skelton's death at 
age 84 in. 

"As soon as he died, I went 
into it full force because I 
knew if I didn't do it, someone

else would," Mullica said. "I 
started working on it in 
January of 1997." 

Sixteen months later, 
Mullica opened his show at the 
Plaza Theater in the Plaza 
Hotel in Las Vegas, where he 
performed for the next four 
months. 

"That's when I decided it 
was not a hotel-casino show. 
It's a theater show,” Mullica 
said. "I don't like to do the big 
rooms. I like to stay at 500 peo- 
ple at the most. If you can't 
see a person's face with this 
type of comedy, a lot of it is 
lost." 

Throughout the 80-minute 
performance, Mullica, wearing 
makeup that takes an hour to 
apply, becomes Red Skelton, 
imitating the comedian's 
voice, mannerisms and expres- 
sions. 

The show takes the audi- 
ence beck in time, recounting 
Skelton's early days asa 
vaudeville comic through his 
later success on television, 
recreating some of Skelton's 
classic bits along the way. 

"He had a lot of material,” 
Mullica said. "I think

clay or plastic pots with the 
noses of the bulbs exposed and 
not buried into the soil. The 
soil should be a mixture of 
quality garden loom, peat 


-moss and sand. 


“Don't worry about soil fer- 
tility or feeding the bulbs 
because they have enough 
stored food to flower one 
time," Noll said. 

Moreover, Noll said one 
must plant the bulbs close 
together. Usually six tulip 
bulbs, three hyacinths, six daf- 
fodils or 15 crocus will fit into 
a six-inch pot. The flat side, he 
said, should be placed next to 
the rim because the largest 
leaf will always emerge and 
grow on that side, producing a 
more desirable looking pot. 

“It's extremely important 
that the bulbs be handled with 
great care," Noll said. “Never 
allow the bulbs to be in tem- 
peratures above 65 degrees.”
